1 . The brief does not contain, for each rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, (second paragraph), 

an argument which specifies the errors in the rejection and how the claims particularly point out 

and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 68 was 

rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2 nd paragraph as follows: 

Applicant amended claim 68 to include the limitation, "which angles section together 
form a single corner of said deck." However in the body of the claim, the guard is not 
listed as part of the deck but merely as part of the mower deck. Further, the deck is 
recited as having four corners and the guard as being attached to the four sides of the 
deck. This new limitation cause the claim to be indefinite because it is unclear whether 
the deck and guard are separate parts attached to each other or the deck comprises the 
guard. 

Applicant does not list this rejection in part VI of the Appeal Brief or make any mention 
of it in the arguments in part VIII. 

Appellant is required to comply with provisions of 37 CFR 1 .192(c).
